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Government Faces New Problems 
as a Result of Radio Development 


Lack of Funds Hampers Law Enforcement—Radio 


Subdistricts and 


Supervisors Sug- 


gested as One Solution. 


HH Government is finding it ex- 

tremely difficult to cope with the 

many complex problems involved 

in the amazing expansion of radio dur- 
ing the last few years. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover, whose 
depratment exercises a supervisory con- 
trol over radio communication, believes 
the surest way to preserve radio enter- 
tainment for the public is Government 
regulation of it. To accomplish this, he 
regards further legislation as ‘‘absolute!) 
necessary.” 

At present the Government is trying ‘o 
handle the radio problem with the m:- 
chinéry set up for the purpose in 1912 
when radio stations were few and far 
apart and use of the wireless telephone 
was in a purely experimental stage. There 
are now 569 broadcasting stations 
throughout the country, aside from those 
operated for Government and commerc#il 
purposes and 16,507 conducted by ama- 
teurs. 

Like every other organization or enter- 
prise where co-operation is necessary io 
prevent confusion, the radio art requires 
a direct head or management with sp°- 
cific power to enforce its rulings. Re- 
cently, demands have arisen from all 
farts of the country for the Departinent 


of Commerce to assume the regulation 


of radio. 

Two things are necessary to bring 
about the best possible results from the 
point of view of the fans, according tv 
Government officials. They are: 

(1) Legislation by Congress vesting in 
the Department of Commerce, or some 
other Governmental body, the power to 
regulate radio. 

42) The appropriation of additiona! 
funds by Congress for the radio reguls- 
tion, supervision and inspection service. 

Government activities in regard to the 
supervision of radio communication are 
centered in one bureau, the Bureau cf 
Navigation, of the Department of Comn- 
merce. The powers of this bureau are 
very limited. Its cRief duties being to 
supervise, designate call letters and grant 
wave lengths or frequencies to stations 
and examisie and license stations and 
operators. When two or more stations 
have the same wave length, the Bureau 
of Navigation has the authority to decide 
the hours each station may operate. :!- 
though so far the matter has been left to 
the stations fer settlement among them- 
selves. — 

The Government first became active in 
radio in a supervisory capacity with the 
enactment ef the radio law of 191%. 
which provided that every vessel carry- 
ing 50 persons or more and traveling 
200 miles or more between ports shoul 
have at least one operator and a radio 
set abodrd.' Shortly afterwards, the-e 
came the tragedy of the Titanic. Due to 
the haste with which the Titanié sailed 
in an attempt to establish new records, 
the radio set was put in in a hurry with- 
out having been adjusted. Chief @p- 
erator Phillips, who was among those 
who lost their lives, was barely able to 
make the set function when the vessel 
struck an iceberg, but he did succeed in 
sending out an 8 O $ call. . 

Just a short distance away was the 
Ss. S. Cleveland, almost close eneugh to 
rescue many if mot all of the passen- 


gers who met death. But the radio op- 
erator on the Cleveland was asleep and 
the distress signals were not received. 

Then Congress enacted a law requiring 
each vessel to carry two or more radio 
operators and an auxiliary source of 
power for use in case of an emergency. 
Aug. 13, 1912, another law was passed 
designating the powers of the Bureau of 
Navigation in supervising radio commu- 
nication, the same powers which exist 
today. 

The country was then divided into nine 
radio districts with district headquarte:s 
at Boston, New York, Baltimore, Atlan- 
ta, New Orleans, San Francisco, Seattle, 
Detroit and Chicago. 

William D. Terrell, chief radio super- 
visor of the Bureau of Navigation, be- 
lieves several subdistrict headquarters 
and additional inspectors are essential if 
his department is to meet the increasing 
demands made on it. 

“I think we should establish subdistrict 
headquarters and have inspectors at Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Pittsburg, 


AMATEURS’ OPERATING 
TIME CUT ONE HOUR 


ROADCASTING listeness 
b throughout the country wiil be 
giad to know that the time for 
evening amateur transmission 
has been moved forward an 
hour during the period of 
“daylight saving, by a new order of 
the Department of Commerce. The 
' mine District Supervisors of Radio 
have been instructed to advise all 
general, restricted and special am- 
ateurs that they are required to 
observe a silent period from 7 p. 
m. to 10:30 p. m., local standard 
time, or from 3 p. m. to 11:30 p. m. 
daylight saving time, and on Sun- 
day during church services from 
May 1 until Oct. 1, 1924. Copies of 
the above order will be sent to all 
licensed amateurs by the District 
Supervisors of the department as 
soon as they are received. 
The above order was not Issued 
by the department until the ap- 
proval of the American Badio Re- 
lay League was received, and it re- 
dounds to the credit of that organ- 
tration that it offered to co-operate 
with the department in an effort 
to prevent a repetition of the con- 
fusion and increased compiaints 
which followed the adoption of 
daylight saving time in many #--c- 
*tions of the country last year. 
Listeners-jn should appreciate 
the gift of an hour by the amateurs 
and the spirit of co-op4Fration 
shown by their unselfish agree- 
ment. The department has issued 
the order affecting about 17.000 
amateurs, with reluctance, since it 
‘appreciates the work and interest 
of the amateurs, but no other 
method of preventing confusion of 
time and operating hours presented 
itself.

Savannah, Datlas, Los Angeles, Denver, 
Omaha, Minneapolis and Hawaii,” said

“At present we have only nine supe?r- 
visors, 10 inspectors and 10 assistant in- 
spectors to cover the United States, Alas- 
ka, Hawaii and Perto Rico. We need 
Inmany more. 

“lor instance, we reeeive hundreds, 
sometimes thousands of letters each week 
from all sections of the country complain- 
ing of radio troubles. The most com- 
mon of these complaints are of interfer- 
ence. Interference can be due to a num- 
ber of things in addition to that caused 
by radiating sets and amateurs. It can 
be caused by an electric sign, an elec- 
tric elevator, the magnetos on a telee- 
phone or a number of other thtngs. 

“Now, whenever it is possible, our 
inspectors make an investigation of the 
causes of interference in any particular 
locality. Instructions were igsued by this 
bureau last spring for our inspectors to 
hold meetings in each city they visited, 
whenever possible, in an effort to learn 
of the troubles of radio fans so as to suze 
gest possible remedies. Sometimes our 
inspectors even call at the homes of in- 
dividuals who for some reason or other 
have been unable to get anything on 
their sets. 

“Ooviously, if our field inenection force 
were increased, we could do much bet- 
ter work in this direction. Sut to in- 
crease the force, we must have more 
money.” 
~ The appropriation for Mr. ‘Terrell's 
department for thi# fiscal year, ending 
June 30, 1924, was $139,200. The De- 
partment of Commerce appropriation 
bill for the fiscal year of 1925, iIn- 
cluded in which is the appropriation for 
the Bureau of Navigation, is now pend- 
ing in the Senate. As passed by the 
House, the bIH would appropriate $15%,- 
778 for the enforcement of wireless com- 
munication laws during the fiscal year of 
1925. 

“J believe.” said Mr. Terrell, “that if 
given the proper authority, the Bureau 
of Navigation could handle the radie 
problem, although, of course, it would 
take some time to get organized. But 
before we can do any good we must have 
the authority to limit the power of sta- 
tions, grant licenseg to stations about (o 
be erected, regulate and rearrign wave 
lengths and genera! authority tg keep up 
with the progress of radio and formulate 
any rules or regulations that may seem 
necessary with the power to enforce 
them through penalizing violators.”’ 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover thinks 
there are several pressing problems 
which require immediate solution. Her# 
are some of the problems, which Mr. 
Hoover thinks must be solved: 

Elimination of the use of wireless tele- 
graph, except for amateurs, in any of 
the wave lengths which can be applied 
to telephone purposes, but at the same 
time maintaining provision for commun!- 
cation with ships. This would elimina: 
a lot of the interference caused by code 
and would release more wave lengths tor 
broadcasting purposes. 

A method of supporting broadcasting 
stations so as to igsure the public the 
best possible programs by great artista 
and leading men. Mr. Hoawer ts opposed 
to any scheme of imposing a charge on 
radio listeners by law.

Once this carrier is located, all that is necessary to 
bring in distant. signals is to tune the antenna con- 
trol until the signal or beat is loudest.

Painstaking care in assembly is the most important 
thing in building a Teledyne for results. The winding 
ef the coils is probably the most difficult operation 
of the process, but even that should be alarming if 
instructions are followed carefully. 

The following formula is intendel to take the 
builder through the work, step by step, in proper or- 
der of assembly and wiring. If it is followed closely 
the work is simplified considerably. 


Primary Coil. 


As accurately as possihje lay out the.location of 
the holes for the beginning and end of the primary 
winding as per Figure 1. A No. 55 drill is commonly 
used to drill these holes, but other sizes are permis- 
sible, depending on what is handy. Too large a hole 
is not to be recommended, however. Referring to 
Figure 2, 105 turns of the No. 26 deuble silk-covered 
wire are to be wound on this coil. Starting at the 
left end of the coil as in Figure No. 2 and turning 
the coil in the direction indicated by the arrow, wind 
on, as close as possible, 65 turns. Loop the wire at 
this turn and take off a tap, leaving about six inches 
for connecting to the switch point.

Secondary Coil.

A word of caution here. Care should be taken 
when arranging the apparatus to see that all con- 
necting wires will be as short as possible, and at 
the same time not come too close to one another. 
This applies especially to the radio frequency leads. 
When the binding posts and other odds and ends 
are connected and assembled the set is ready for wir- 
ing, as shown in the accompanying diazram. 

How to Tune the Teledyne. 

There are two general methods of tuning the Tele- 
dyne. Both are extremely simple and therefore quite 
rapid. Each method has its advantages, and every 
user of the set probably swears by his favorite meth- 
od. The important feature of the Teledyne receiver, 
however, is the fact that, regardless of the method 
of tuning employed, or of the degree of skill or lack 
of skill in the operator, the Teledyne will not emit 
the howls and squeals peculiar to other regenerative 
receivers, and thus cannot possibly annoy or inter- 
fere with neighboring: reception. 

The Teledyne receiver has thus at one stroke elim- 
inated the only objectionable feature of regenerative 
receivers, and has at the same time achleved a re- 
markable sensitivity. 

The first way of tuning is the familiar beat method. 
This method consists in causing the detector tube to 
oscillate by increasing the regeneration, and _ then 
slowly varying the secondary condenser control. As 
this control is moved over the scale, innumerable 
beat notes, known variously as ‘‘chirps,’’ ‘“‘squeals,”’ 
“valleys,” etc., are heard. 

The second step is to bring the primary into tune 
with the secondary. One of the beat-notes heard 
while moving the secondary control] should be tuned 
to the “valleys” or zero-beat position, as is custom- 
ary in single-circuit tuners, The primary control is 
then slowly varied over its range. One position will 
be found where the beat-note is made very much 
louder, thus indicating that this is the tune posi- 
tion. Leaving the primary at this adjustment, the 
regeneration is then decreased until the beat-note 
disappears and the signals are clear and distinct. 
Readjustments of primary and secondary controls 
will often help in bringing the signa!s in much louder, 
as in any other receiver. The chief advantage of the

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beat method of tuning is its rapidity, and .the ease 
with which weak or new stations may be picked up 
and tuned in. Its chief.disadvantage lies in the pres- 
ence of the beat-note squeal While engaged im the 
tuning-in process. For those who object to this latter 
feature, the second method of tuning will probably. 
offer greater appeal, 

The second method of tuning the Teledyne may 
be called the “hunt” method. It is characteristic ef the 
néutrodyne, and similar receivers, but in the Tele- 
dyne only two controls are used, one for each hand, 
thus greatly simplifying the tuning process. " 

The regeneration contro! is set at. a low value. 
well below the oscillating point. With the primary 
control in one hand, and the secondary control in 
the other, the entire range is slowly and carefully 
covered, maintaining the primary in tune with the 
secondary. The in-tune position may be readily de- 
termined by the sudden increase in atmospneric and 
extraneous noises as the primary is slowly varied. 
A little practice makes this process quite casy and 
rapid. Any stations operating and within rainge of 
the set will be heard as the receiver comes into tune 
with them. Once a station is heard, the regenera- 
tion may be increased, and minor readjustments 
made until the intensity is at maximum. 

This method may be satisfactorily used on the loud 
stations, but for tuning in the weaker and ex- 
tremely distant stations, the beat method is prefer- 
able. 

The dial scale readings on the Teledyne may be 
recorded on a chart after they are once found, and 
thus a station once heard, may be immediately tuned 
in again at any time by setting the dials in accord- 
ance with the charted scale readings. {t is only 
necessary to record the primary and secondary read- 
ings, as the regeneration control serves only to adjust 
the intensity of the signals.

HERE will soon be made available to the pub- 
T lic a “coupling tube unit” which will allow one 

antenna to serve several receiving sets. At pres- 
ent each receiving set requires an individual antenna 
with the result that nearly every apartment house is 
covered with a network of wires. 

The inventors of the new device are Commander 
A. H. Taylor and L. C. Young of the Naval Laborato- 
ries, at Bellevue, D. C. Patents on it are now pend- 
ing and it is understood that exact hook-ups and 
details of construction will be made public as soon 
as the patents are granted. 

After the apparatus was perfected it was tested 
on board the U. 8S. 8S. Colorado. A coupling tube unit 
connected between each receiving set and a single 
antenna enabled operators to copy simultaneously in- 
coming messages from stations using different wave 
lengths and at the eame time the battleship’s trans- 
mitter was in action. | 

In general, the new “coupling tube unit” is said 
"to include a coupling resistance, so high that the 
strength of incoming signals are reduced considera- 
bly, requiring at least a three or four-tube set. A 
stage of radio frequency in the form of a radio fre- 
quency trap which eliminates regeneration is re- 
quired. The military value of the coupling tube unit 
to the navy is very high, since it enables a vessel or 
station to carry on several times as much business 
or traffic as has heretofore been possible without in- 
terference. The navy holds the rights for military 
use. It has become @ part ef battleship standard 
equipmeat. - ..

INTERFERENCE SITUATION MAY 
BECOME ACUTE 


R ADIO officials of the Government hope the na- 


tional radio conference proposed by Secretary 

Hoover to take place in the near future will re- 
sult in additional wave lengths for new broadcasting 
stations that are expected to open. Uniess new wave 
lengths can be made available or a definite under- 
standing reached among broadcasters, great confu- 
sion and increased interference will result. 

Already practically all available wave lengths that 
will serve the average commercial receiving set have 
been distributed to the broadcasters. There has been 
a rapid increase in the applications for permits to 
operate broadcasting stations. Fourteen new sta- 
tions were recently licensed In New York City alone. 

Practically all the wave lengths between 222 and 
600 meters have been assigned. Many large broad- 
casting stations are operating on similar wave lengths 
and dividing broadcasting time. Wave lengths below 
222 gneters will not serve the average receiving set, 
and those over 600 are used for marine commsamica- 
tion. ae

Several series of foot exercises 
are included in the course and all 
things pertaining to the feet are 
explained. Everyone in the class 
is taught all exercises, but empha- 
sis is placed upon individual ail- 
ments. If amyone needs special 
exercises, she is instructed which 
ones to practice regularly until 
the disturbing condition is re- 
moved. 

“We also look at their shoes 
and recommend those which. will 
be most comfortable for them to 
wear,’ said Miss Stowell. “If a 
person has been accustomed to 
wearing high-heeled shoes exclu- 
sively, the wearer finds the change 
to low heels accompanied by pain
